She said: “I had got my 
inner door open ready to go 
out and I heard a crash and 
the next thing I saw was this 
yellow vehicle go by” 

The gritter lorry had carried 


on into John’s Fiat Doblo, 
breaking three of his ribs and 
leaving him with serious 
bruising, but the 51-year-old 
said it would have been much 
worse had he reversed into the 
Toyse Lane driveway as he 
usually does. 

Mr Calder, who lives with 
his mother, said: “Normally, I 
back into the drive so instead 
of it hitting the passenger’s 
door and pushing into me, I 
probably would have taken 
the full force on the driver’s 
side if I had gone in the other 
way round, so a lot of ifs and 
huts.” 

He said he was not religious

Shuttle service 
to be scrapped 

Car park ‘is not being used for 

the purpose that was intended’ 


NEWMARKET'S park- 
and-shuttle service is set 
to be scrapped. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s community 
services committee have voted 
unanimously to axe the 
service, which takes people 
from Willie Snaith Road into 
town. 

They also tasked officers 
with investigating the 
commercial opportunities 
presented by the site. 

The facility was established 
in 2006 at the time parking 
charges were introduced in 
Newmarket. People are 
allowed to leave their vehicles 
at the site for free. 

But a confidential report 
presented to councillors in 
January noted the level of 
unintended use of the car park 
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had rocketed in the last six 
months. 

The extent the facility is 
being used for other reasons 
was revealed by surveys 
carried out by Cllr Michael 
Anderson and Cllr Chris 
Barker of Forest Heath District 
Council and by Town and City 
Parking, which is contracted 
to run the town’s car parks for 
the council. 

It was suggested new 
parking restrictions at a 
nearby retail park had 
encouraged staff to leave their 
vehicles at the car park and 
walk to work. 

The minutes said: “The 
results of the survey had 


indicated that as retail and 
commercial staff could no 
longer park all day at the 
nearby Oaks Retail Park 
because of new parking 
restrictions, they were now 
parking at the car park and 
walking the short distance to 
their place of work.” 

The number of people 
parking at the car park and 
taking a bus into town was 
shown to be virtually nil. The 
minutes said: “Furthermore, 
the survey also indicated that 
the number of people who 
parked their vehicle at the car 
park and then proceeded on 
to use the bus service, as was 
originally intended, was 
negligible.” 

The committee’s resolutions 
will be put before a meeting of 
the full council for a decision.

Gold coin among new treasure unearthed 



ROMAN coins unearthed by metal-detection enthusiasts near 
Mildenhall have been designated treasure at an inquest. 

A single gold and 15 silver coins dating from between 355AD 
and 402AD were declared treasure by Dr Peter Dean, a 
coroner, in Bury St Edmunds on Tuesday. 

The coins were found by people metal-detecting near 
Mildenhall on October 12 and form part of a hoard. 

Dr Andrew Brown, finds recording officer at Suffolk County 
Council’s archaeological service, said after the inquest: “It’s 
always interesting to see these things. They all tell us a little bit 
about what is happening in the landscape. 


“We don’t see the gold ones all that often, it’s a little bit 
different.” 

He said the discovery suggests there were some high-status 
people living in the area at the end of the Roman period and 
that the hoard had probably been buried around the date of 
the newest coins or a little later. He added that coins from the 
hoard had first been uncovered in 2001, more were found in 
2007 and further coins came to light in 2010. 

Last year’s loot brings the total number of silver coins 
discovered from the hoard to 77 while the gold coin is the first 
of its kind to be found from the group.

A SCOUT is sleeping outdoors for a 
year to raise funds for the charity 
which saved his sister’s life. 

Rob Challinor, 15, moved into the 
hammock in the garden of his Exning 
home in August to help Magpas. 

The emergency medical charity rushed 
to help Kelly-Ann, now 16, when she 
suffered serious head injuries when she 
was thrown from a horse in 2005. 

He is also raising money for the Child 
Brain Injury Trust, which counts Kelly-Ann 
among its ambassadors. 

Rob said he has his boxer dog, Duke, for 
company when sleeping outside and his 
role as an Explorer Scout has given him 
confidence to achieve his goal. The hardest 
bit, he said, had been overcoming his fear 
of the dark. 

The Bottisham Village College student 
said: “I thought it was unique; I don’t think 
anyone has ever done it before. I thought I 
would just do it because I got a hammock 
and I decided I liked it so I thought I would 
do something for charity by sleeping 
outside in the it.” 

Kelly-Ann, now an academic high-flyer 
and deputy head girl at Bottisham Village 
College, said: “I think he is an absolute 
nutter but if anyone can do it, Bob can. I’m 
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really proud of him for doing it.” 

Mum Carol, 40, said she does worry, but 
backs his efforts all the way. She added: 
“When I woke up on Saturday morning and 
realised how cold it was I was quite 
horrified but he is a tough and resilient 
young man and I know that he will be fine.” 

She is among the donors who have 
helped Rob reach his current total of £160 
and she said without Magpas, Kelly-Ann 
would not be here. 

She said the ambulance service had 
called Magpas after they had arrived at the 
scene and Dr Paul Silverston, son of 
Magpas’ founder, Dr Neville Silverston, 
sedated Kelly-Ann and monitored her all 
the way to Addenbrooke’s, where she spent 
five days in intensive care before having 
facial reconstructive surgery. 

But Kelly-Ann’s only physical reminder of 
the accident is a scar hidden by her 
hairline. She was back in the saddle just 
two months after the accident and now 
hopes to join the RAF or the Royal Navy.

Objects thrown at 28 motorists - but it’s ‘tip of iceberg’ 


MISSILE-throwers menaced almost 30 
motorists in Suffolk last year. 

During 2011, rocks or other objects 
were thrown at 28 motorists or moving 
vehicles in the county while four attacks 
took place in Cambridgeshire and there 
were 33 in Essex. 

The figures released by 10 of England 
and Wales’ 43 police forces following a 
Freedom of Information request by 
Autoglass reveal 395 attacks occurred in 
these areas last year. 

Matthew Mycock, the company’s 


managing director, said: “The alarming 
thing is that our findings are just the tip of 
the iceberg because they relate to only the 
reported incidents and there must be 
many more cases in which drivers don’t 
bother to alert the authorities. 

“We would advise victims and 
witnesses to always accurately record 
these incidents and report them to the 
police to help eradicate such reckless 
behaviour and to save innocent UK road 
users from death or injury.” 

Data released by nine forces for 2010 


showed objects were thrown at 457 
motorists or moving vehicles. Attacks in 
Suffolk in 2011 dropped 9.7 per cent from 
31 the previous year, incidents in 
Cambridgeshire last year fell 33.3 per cent 
from 2010’s total of six while Essex’s 2010 
figure of 43 fell last year by 23.3 per cent. 

Fifteen of the incidents in Suffolk in 
2010 involved objects being flung from 
bridges. The police placed posters at 31 
bridges in Suffolk urging people to report 
suspicious activity following several 
incidents in East Anglia at the end of last 


year, including one on December 27 in 
which a BMW was struck by rocks thrown 
from the Fordham Road bridge onto the 
A14. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Police said: “It 
goes without saying that throwing 
anything from a bridge onto a busy road 
has the potential to result in road traffic 
collisions causing serious injury - or even 
death. Fortunately no one was injured as 
a result of recent incidents in Suffolk but 
we take all reports of this type of incident 
extremely seriously.”

Order for woman, 44, who 
claimed too much benefit 


A WOMAN who claimed £8,453.79 in 
benefits she was not entitled to has 
been given a supervision order. 

Samantha Lines, of New Cheveley 
Road in Newmarket, was overpaid 
£7609.76 in housing benefit and 
another £844.03 in council tax after 
dishonestly failing to promptly notify 
Forest Heath District Council that she 
and Damien McBride were living 
together as husband and wife. 

She pleaded guilty to failing to 
report a change in circumstances at 
West Suffolk Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday. 

Elizabeth White, prosecuting, said 
Lines, 44, had been receiving benefit 
and submitted a change of address 
form in July 2010 stating she had 
moved into accommodation in 
Cheveley Road, was still living alone 
and was responsible for the monthly 
rent of £490. 

The court heard the local authority 
spoke to her landlord at the end of 
August in 2011 and it came to light she 
and Mr McBride were living together 
and Lines had falsified a tenancy 
agreement. 


Lyndon Davies, mitigating, said she 
had pleaded guilty at the first 
opportunity and admitted her 
responsibility at interview but was in 
many ways a victim in the case. 

He said she had returned to the UK 
from Spain in 2009 following the 
death of her husband. He said: “She 
was not by any stretch of the 
imagination in a good state of mental 
health.” 

The court heard Lines, 44, had been 
legitimately claiming benefits and 
then moved in with Mr McBride, who 
had pressured her into claiming for 
their property as a single tenant. 

Shelley Reader, of the Probation 
Service, said Lines had stable 
accommodation, full-time employ¬ 
ment and while she still needs 
support, she appears to have moved 
forward from previous mental health 
problems. 

Lines was given a 12-month 
supervision order. She is repaying the 
money and has reduced the amount 
she owes by more than £900 to date. 
She was ordered to pay £300 towards 
costs.

Cheveley Parish Council 

AN extraordinary meeting of Cheveley Parish 
Council was held on Thursday January 26 to 
agree the parish budget and precept (parish 
tax) for 2012-13. 

The proposed precept amounted to a 
£9.98 per-elector-per-year increase, 
ostensibly to provide more support and 
infrastructure within the community with a 
total precept request of £60,000. This was in 
response to those requests, concerns and 
complaints received at the Annual Parish 
Meeting in 2011 and more recently as re¬ 
confirmed in a parish-wide survey. 

Some councillors felt that in the current 
economic climate such an increase, when 
compared to previous years, was too high 
and the amount requested should be capped 
at a significantly lower level. 

The proposed increases were considered 
by other council members to be a reflection 
of the true costs necessary to fulfil the 
council’s obligations in providing services 
and facilities for parishioners. The proposed 
budget aimed to fund a part-time caretaking 
and maintenance contract within the parish 
(including the pavilion, recreation ground and 
cemetery), together with the instigation of a 
proactive maintenance programme to avoid 
large future repair costs for those current 
assets and liabilities owned by Cheveley 
Parish Council. 

It should be noted that the proposed 
budget had taken the opportunity to cap 
those costs which were felt unsustainable 
and unsupportable. This included capping 
capital and revenue expenditure at the pavilion 
and recreation ground at the 2010-11 level. 

After much discussion a line-by-line 
analysis of the proposed budget was 
undertaken by council with a view to reduce 
projected expenditure. In the light of the 
request for a recorded vote, the analysis and 
decisions taken by individual councillors may 
be viewed on the parish council website 
(www.cheveley-pc.org.uk). No attempt was 
made by council to balance the income and 
expenditure line of the revised agreed budget 
with all savings being passed directly to 
residents. As a consequence the council 
agreed a precept figure total of £51,650 
equating to an increase of £5.20 per elector 
per year and an overall increase from last 
years precept of 17 per cent. 

It should be noted by residents that those 
cost reductions were primarily achieved at 
the expense of projected community 
services, maintenance, goods and 
supporting voluntary groups within the 
parish. 

Elsewhere in the parish the Cheveley 
Pavilion Working Group (CPWG) in 
conjunction with the council has been 
successful in being one of 25 groups eligible 
for a share of £10,000 from the Cash for the 
Community scheme funded by the 
Cambridge Building Society. Residents are 
urged to collect the vouchers that will be 
appearing in the Cambridge News in 
February and send them in to help the group - 
the more you collect and send in for this 


group the bigger the share of the pot - so 
please get collecting! Cheveley Parish Council 
continues to thank all those volunteers who 
are working with this community-led action 
group and others attempting to get the 
pavilion refurbished and sports (including 
cricket and football) back at the recreation 
ground in Cheveley.

Benefit fraudster 


had £270,000 in 
her bank account 


A WOMAN who claimed 
thousands of pounds in 
benefits despite having 
about £270,000 in the 
bank has been handed a 
community order. 

Ellen Humphrey, 51, 
pleaded guilty to two counts 
of making a false represen¬ 
tation to obtain benefit in 
Mildenhall at West Suffolk 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday. 

Elizabeth White, prosec¬ 
uting for Forest Heath 
District Council, said 
Humphrey had applied for 
housing benefit and council 
tax in 2008 which had been 
backdated to December 10, 
2007, stating she had just 
over £2,200 in Nationwide 
bank accounts. 

When telling the auth¬ 
orities on April 12, 2011 that 
her circumstances had 
changed because she had 
started work, she claimed she 
had just under £1,000 in one 
account and about £90 in 
another.

But the court heard it came 
to light towards the end of 
the year that Humphrey had 
other bank accounts she had 
not declared which cont¬ 
ained about £270,000 and 
she admitted she was not 
entitled to the housing and 
council tax benefits she had 
claimed. 

Humphrey of Sandy Park 
in Beck Row, had been 
overpaid £8,296.43 in total. 

The court heard her 
husband had died in 2007 
and left her the £270,000 
which had been primarily 
accumulated through 
property sales. 

Ms White said: “Had those 
savings been declared, no 
benefits would have been in 
payment in respect of either 
housing or council tax 
benefit.” 

Sandeep Kainth, miti¬ 
gating, said: “He (Hum¬ 
phrey’s husband) told his 


wife at the time that the 
majority of that money was 
to be shared between their 
three adult children and 
grandchildren.” 

He said Humphrey, who 
had no previous convictions, 
had never viewed it as 
belonging to her. He said: 
“Her understanding has 
always been that it was not 
her money, she has never 
treated it as her own money.” 

Following an interview 
with Humphrey on the day of 
the hearing, Carl Stoodley of 
the Probation Service told 
the court the defendant had 
pursued the route of benefit 
fraud because she was 
struggling financially and 
said the court process had 
acted as a wake-up call for 
her. 

Humphrey was given a 12- 
month community order and 
will be required to do 80 
hours of unpaid work. 

She has already repaid the 
money she had claimed but 
was ordered to pay £500 
costs.

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I never thought it would 
happen, says mum, 47 



Having overcome illness, bereavement, miscarriages and a cancer scare, Ellie Stoneley 
turned to IVF to fulfil her dream of having a baby and, at 47, she’s now the proud mum of 
a gorgeous new daughter - with a perfectly appropriate name. Ella Walker reports. 


T HE door opens 
and I'm greeted 
by the dinkiest 
littie person dressed 
in a farmyard animal 
babygro, snuffling 
away in her mother’s 
arms. 

Holding baby Hope up 
to the sunlight, mum Ellie 
Stoneley Gradwell 
proudly tells me her 
daughter has just learnt to 
suck her thumb. 

Delivered by C-section, 
three weeks early, on 
January 5, to look at them 
both now you’d never 
guess what they’ve faced 
to get to this blissful point. 

Squirming and 
wriggling her perfect little 
arms and legs, Hope is the 
bubble of light following a 
“very bleak five years” for 
Ellie and her husband 
Roy. “All of which make 
her even more of a 
miracle,” she says. 

The death of her father, 
huge issues with work 
and an autoimmune 
condition that had her 
endlessly in and out of 
hospital - not to mention 
a breast cancer scare this 


time last year - would be a 
lot for anyone to cope 
with and, at 47 years old, 
Ellie admits she was skirt¬ 
ing the upper age limit for 
new motherhood too. 

Despite the health 
implications and risks, 
Ellie and Roy, 49 - who 
had been trying for a baby 
since getting married 
three-and-a-half years 
ago - made the decision 
to try one last time to get 
pregnant, and Ellie set off 
from the couple’s north 
Cambridge home for a 
three-week stint in India, 
to cleanse and reboot her 
body. “I came back 
thinner, fitter and 
healthier,” she says. 

Then came IVF 
treatment, which Ellie 
had in Alicante. “It was 
our last ditch attempt, but 
it worked first time,” she 
says. “We were very, very 
lucky.” 

Knowing she was likely 
to face a tumultuous 
pregnancy because of her 
age, and having suffered 
miscarriages before, Ellie 
set up a blog: 

crazypregnantperson. com, 
to act as a record in case 
things didn’t work out and 


to help her through the 
process. 

“It started as an outlet 
for my fears but the 
people who got in touch, 
people going through 
similar experiences, 
became a fascination,” 
she explains. 

“It really helped me get 
all my feelings down and 
helped me unburden a 
bit. It seemed to help 
other people too and their 
responses encouraged me 
to keep going with it.” 

As the ups and downs 
of growing a person in her 
belly (named ‘The 
Spaniard’ in honour of the 
Alicante trip) poured out 
into the ether, the blog 
created a support 
network for other mums- 
to-be. 

You can see why. Ellie’s 
writing is funny, 
thoughtful and 
welcoming in the 
extreme, just like her - 
even in the thrall of a tiny 
being that makes sleep a 
distant memory. 

“I really enjoyed being 
pregnant but I’m very 
pragmatic -1 genuinely 
didn’t believe it would 
really happen,” says Ellie, 


explaining why she 
decided not to find out 
the sex of the baby. “Part 
of that was the whole 
anxiety that something 
would go wrong. I 
thought if I knew the sex it 
would be harder to deal 
with but in the end I 
thought, there are so few 
things that are surprising 
in life, the idea of being 
handed a baby and told: 
‘It’s a girl!’ or: ‘It’s a boy!’ 
was just something I’ve 
always, always dreamt of.” 

Although practical and 
realistic, Ellie also spills 
over with positive 
thoughts, which helped 
her to remain hopeftil 
even when her baby 
stopped moving for 10 
days before the birth. 

“I had to have her heart 
scanned three times a 
day: you have these straps 
put round your tummy 
and lie in this big blue 
plastic chair looking up at 
these blue curtains 
watching her heart 
beating on the screen,” 
she recalls. “That was 
quite frightening, but her 
heart was always fine, it 
was just the fact she 
wasn’t moving.”

In fact it was Ellie’s heart 
that turned out to not be 
fine: “The consultant said 
my heart was beating so 
fast it was like I was 
running a marathon 
constantly.” The left atrium 
had swelled up and it was 
that which finally 
prompted doctors at 
Addenbrooke’s to go ahead 
with the caesarean. 

“They were tremendous. 
I’ve been so overwhelmed 
by the treatment from The 
Rosie,” Ellie says, 
explaining that her age 
didn’t hinder so much as 
guarantee her the best 
possible care. 

“In the end, people 
treated me with yet more 
care because I was older, I 
was considered more high 
risk for blood clots and 
DVT. I had to wear these 
really sexy surgical 
stockings for the whole 
pregnancy, which was 
horrific; it was the one 
thing that nearly pushed 
me over the edge,” she 
laughs. 

What Ellie did focus on 
was staying as healthy as 
physically possible for the 
pregnancy, religiously 
walking for two hours 
every day and eating 
incredibly well. “It all 
meant so much to me. I 
became practically 
vegetarian, I didn’t touch a 
fizzy drink, blue cheese or 
dye my hair; anything that 
could possibly be a risk I 
didn’t have for the whole 
pregnancy I didn’t have tea 


or coffee, just gallons of hot 
water. 

“In terms of what I 
missed,” she smiles. 
“Margaritas, sushi and rare 
steak!” 

Since coming out of 
hospital, Ellie and Hope 
have been making up for 
lost time as they were both 
whisked off into special 
care straight after the birth. 
Though born weighing a 
healthy 61bs 12oz, Hope 
struggled with feeding, so a 
tube was inserted through 
her nose to help her gain 
weight. She was also 
tongue-tied, which doctors 
rectified with a small cut. 

The first time mother 
and baby were alone 
together was in the 
hospital, when Hope was 
unexpectedly wheeled 
round beside Ellie’s bed in 
one of the transparent 
plastic cots - “a fish tank” - 
used by The Rosie. 

I ask Ellie what it feels 
like to wait so long and 
suddenly have a baby that 
is all your own to look after. 
“That’s the one thing that’s 
been really weird,” she 
says. “You think, especially 
when you get to being this 
ancient, that you know 
yourself and you know 
how to do things and day- 
to-day think you’re quite 
practical, and then 
suddenly you do feel six 
years old and like you don’t 
have a clue, because it’s a 
whole different experience. 

“I never really genuinely 
believed it could happen 


and we explored lots of 
different alternatives and 
we were just very, very 
fortunate and very blessed 
and very lucky, but I 
worked extremely hard to 
make sure I stayed as 
healthy as I possibly could 
for the pregnancy and I 
believe that made a 
difference.” 

Today, Hope is blissful 
and sleepy with “skin that 
feels like rose petals” 
murmuring away in a huge 
vintage pram between 
eating “like a little squirrel” 
and ‘morning discos’ with 
Ellie (I’m informed she 
doesn’t like fames Blunt - 
he makes her wail - but is a 
big fan of Springsteen). 

“I feel so privileged to 
have her,” says Ellie, who 
has been staying with her 
mother because she lives 
closer to Addenbrooke’s 
(“and so she can enjoy it all 
too”). “It’s such a joy. You 
don’t get to being 47 and 
suddenly having a baby 
without it representing a 
whole lot of” - well what 
else? - “hope.”

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MP saddles up 
at racing school 


MATTHEW Hancock MP got a taste of 
apprenticeship training at the British 
Racing School (BRS) in Newmarket 
last Friday. 

The MP for West Suffolk rode a 
thoroughbred up the straight gallop 
and sat on a racehorse simulator 
during his visit to the Snailwell Road 
school during National Apprenticeship 
Week. 

Mr Hancock also watched some 
trainee jump jockeys being put 
through their paces and received a 
briefing on matters including the 
school’s Government funding. 

He said: “The rapid expansion of 
apprenticeships in West Suffolk, and 
across the country, is great news for 
young people and employers alike. 
There has been an almost 60 per cent 
increase in Suffolk, which means an 
extra 270 young people earning and 
learning - something we can all 
welcome. 

“The British Racing School is a 
superb place for apprentices, who 
work seven days a week from 6am to 


8.30pm, both contributing and gaining 
a great deal. Getting to join in and 
train on Our Vic, a horse that has 
beaten Kauto Star no less, was a real 
thrill.” 

Rory MacDonald, chief executive of 
the BRS, said: “It is National 
Apprenticeship Week and therefore we 
thought it would be a good thing for 
Matt to come and see some 
apprenticeship training first-hand.” 


He said the BRS trains about 200 
apprentices a year, adding that it was 
a method of training which had stood 
the test of time. 

He said: “I think they are a 
commonly accepted standard of 
competence across all fields. I think 
they are good, they have stood the test 
of time and they are accepted in the 
workplace and that means they are a 
good thing.” 


Hospital’s care 
‘has improved’ 


A WATCHDOG which had 
expressed major concerns 
about the care of patients at 
a hospital in Newmarket 
found it had met required 
standards on a return visit. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) served a warning notice on 
Beech House, which cares for 
adults with learning disabilities 
and/or mental health needs, after 
inspections in November which 
were focused on patients’ care 
and welfare and safeguarding 
them from abuse found serious 
shortcomings on both counts. 

One of the problems identified 
at the Fordham Road facility had 
been a lack of care based on the 
individual’s needs. 

A spokesman for the health and 
social care regulator said: “A lack 
of patient-centred care featured 
among our concerns at Beech

House. For example, we reviewed 
five care plans during the 
inspection and found they were 
disorganised and difficult to 
locate. 

“Care plans were not person- 
centred and the terminology 
reflected what staff would do for 
the patient rather than focusing 
on the patient’s desires, wishes 
and choices.” 

But CQC representatives made 
another inspection following the 
warning, which was served 
because the seriousness of 
concerns about patients’ care and 
welfare, and found Beech House 
is now compliant. 

A spokeswoman for Four 
Seasons (Granby One Ltd), which 
runs the hospital said: “Four 


Seasons Health Care took over the 
operation of Beech House last 
year and we have been 
implementing a comprehensive 
improvement plan, working in 
conjunction with the East of 
England specialised commiss¬ 
ioning group to address any 
improvements as required. 

“We believe we are now 
compliant with CQC criteria. 
There has been a further 
inspection but we have not had 
an opportunity to see the written 
report so cannot comment on it.” 

The CQC published the report 
on Beech House among other 
facilities in England last 
Wednesday as part of its 
programme of 150 unannounced 
inspections of care homes and 
hospitals looking after people 
with learning disabilities. A report 
on the programme’s findings will 
be released in the spring.

Something for the weekend 



The UK’s third-most performed 
playwright - official! - tells The 
Guide why his darkly comic 
Weekend Breaks is “perfect 
for Cambridge” 


W INE, wit and the charms of 
Whitby come together in 
John Godber’s dark comedy, 
Weekend Breaks, playing at Cambridge 
Arts Theatre this week. 

Martin Dawson is a promising 
academic and aspiring film writer. 
Married into TV royalty, a recent 
extra-marital fling has left him trying 
to patch things up with his wife and 
his disapproving working-class 
parents. 

They decide to take a holiday in the 
Lake District and as Martin 
rediscovers his roots, he also finds out 
what it really means to love your 
parents even when, just sometimes, 
you want to kill them! 

One of the nation’s leading comic 
playwrights, Godber has penned more 
than 50 plays and TV series, and has 
won a BAFTA. Here’s what he had to 
say: 

■ Hi John. Tell us about Weekend 
Breaks - where did the idea for the 
play and the characters come from? 

It’s based on aspects of my own life. 
It’s actually perfect for a university 
town like Cambridge as it’s about a 
highly educated individual 
becoming a stand-up comedian and 
the rift it causes on the domestic 
front. 


■ They say the class system is dead, 
but in Weekend Breaks there is a sense 
of a clash of classes. Do you feel it is 
still prevalent? How do you think it 
affects people and relationships today? 
I think it’s massively prevalent and 
getting more pronounced. The 
differences between the ‘haves’ and 
‘have-nots’ is wider now than ever. I 
do think however that it’s no longer 
predicated solely on money. It used 
to be about labour power whereas 


now it seems to be a ‘buy-in’ 
lifestyle. It costs at least £9k to send 
one child to university, for many 
that’s not even an option. 

■ Do you think audiences will be able 
to relate to Martin’s relationships with 
his parents? How would you describe 
their family dynamic? 

There are the educational 
differences, generational differences 
and differences of expectation and 
ambition. These are mainly driven 


by the 1944 Education Act which 
encouraged families to educate their 
kids away from their poor 
backgrounds. It would be a mistake, 
however, to say that the chasm is 
purely about class, there are 
differences that happen in all 
relationships. 

■ Out of more than 50 plays and 
screenplays, which would you 
consider your greatest achievement 
and why? 


Saving a theatre company from 
bankruptcy and delivering a £15 
million theatre. 

My biggest achievement is the body 
of work that contributed to that, 
without which it never would have 
happened. 

■ What was it about Hull Truck 
Theatre Company which attracted you 
at a time when theatre in Hull was 
struggling? 

The opportunity to write plays for 
an audience of non-traditional 
theatregoers, which as artistic 
director is what I was brought in to 
do. 

■ What are you working on at the 
moment? Any more plays in creation? 

I’m writing a play for a co¬ 
production between my company, 
The John Godber Company, 
Theatre Royal Wakefield and The 
Stephen Joseph Theatre, 
Scarborough. 

The play is called Found and it will 
premiere at the Stephen Joseph 
Theatre in June. It marries up with 
a play called Lost by my wife, Jane 
Thornton. 

■ Finally, what do you want 
audiences to take from Weekend 
Breaks ? 

It’s not for me to say, it’s like a rich 
curry, the audience will take what 
they want from it. It’s a play not a 
message service. 

It can be funny, touching, moving or 
enlightening. 

■ Weekend Breaks, Cambridge Arts 
Theatre, until Saturday, at 7.45pm.

EXTREMELY LOUD AND

PUBLISHED in 2005, Jonathan Safran 
Foer’s second novel revisited the 
deadliest act of terrorism committed on 
American soil through the eyes of a 
nine-year-old boy. 

Soon after, British director Stephen 
Daldry began the slow process of 
bringing Foer’s haunting story to the 
big screen, aware of the sensitive touch 
required to adapt this powerful material. 

The box office cache of co-stars 
Tom Hanks and Sandra Bullock should 
woo mainstream audiences to a gently 
paced film that conjures chilling 
memories of the Twin Towers shrouded 
in smoke. 

Indeed, the film opens with the 
blurred image of a man falling through 
the air against the backdrop of a blue 
sky filled with the flutter of discarded 
paper. 

We quickly realise this could be one 
of the many people who jumped from 
the buildings that fateful September 
morning. 

Oskar Schell (Thomas Horn) 
remembers well the day when he lost 
his beloved father Thomas (Tom 
Hanks), shattering the happy home of 
his mother Linda (Sandra Bullock). 


The boy suffers from Asperger’s- 
like symptoms and he carries a 
tambourine, which soothes him in 
times of stress. 

When his father was alive they used 
to play a scavenger hunt game called 
Reconnaissance Expedition, which 
involved looking for clues throughout 
New York City. An old key found in a 
smashed vase sparks Oskar’s 
imagination and the youngster 
becomes convinced that Thomas had 
left him a clue from beyond the grave. 

A late-night encounter with the 
mute, elderly man (Max von Sydow), 
who rents a room in his grandmother’s 
apartment, provides Oskar with an 
unlikely accomplice for the search. 

Their odyssey criss-crosses the 
boroughs including a memorable visit 
to despondent wife Abbey Black (Viola 


Davis), who tells the boy that finding 
the lock that key fits would be a 
miracle. 

Extremely Loud And Incredibly 
Close is anchored by a mesmerising 
performance from newcomer Horn, 
who is the emotional heart of the piece. 
The scene in which he argues with his 
mother and snaps “I wish it were you in 
the building instead of him” is deeply 
upsetting. 

Hanks is glimpsed in flashback and 
Bullock impresses in her few scenes, 
but von Sydow dominates all of his 
scenes, conveying heartbreaking 
emotion through his eyes and gestures. 

The resolution to Oskar’s search 
feels contrived, almost preposterous, 
but the excellent casting and flashes of 
Daldry’s directorial brio counterbalance 
our incredulity.

into a vertical allotment. In urban 
areas this would help towards the 
lack of available allotment space. 

■ Take into account practical 
considerations. Speak to 
neighbours before embarking on 
any structural work. Take into 
consideration the Party Wall Act 
and contact a surveyor if in any 
doubt. 

■ Most alleyways require some 
degree of access. A good design 
should include a clear flat access 
path wide enough for wheelie 
bins, disabled access or buggies. 

■ Many alleyways will have a 
concrete-lined base and will 
therefore be unsuitable for 
conventional planting. Pots, 
planters and troughs are an ideal 
way of creating a strong design 
identity to the space while 
providing plenty of opportunity 
for planting. 


■ Climbers on funky trellis will 
also add vertical interest. 
Climbing hydrangeas are self- 
clinging and highly shade- 
tolerant. 

■ Use hanging planters to break 
up long sections of wall. 

■ The majority of alleyways are 
shady so experiment with shade 
tolerant plants such as ferns, 
hakonechloa and hostas. 

■ A few large specimens will 
have strong impact in a small 
space so add bamboo or hardy 
palms. 

■ Box is shade tolerant so try 
adding some topiary balls or 
cones for year-round elegance. 

■ Brighten up dark and dingy 
areas by adding bold-coloured 
pots. White will act to lift and 
lighten the area. Paint the walls to 
make a bold statement, but make 
sure you have permission first.

U RBAN alleyways in 
this country have 
often been seen as 
threatening places - dark, 
lined with brick walls or 
fences, with no colour and 
plenty of possibilities for 
crime. 

Yet in certain areas green¬ 
fingered residents have made their 
alleyways a sight to behold, filled 
with plants which create a riot of 
colour and a heart-warming 
atmosphere, as far away from 
graffiti-land as you can get. 

The RHS is now calling on 
communities to transform 
unsightly, neglected alleyways 
into green havens, championing 
the findings of a recent RHS 
report that shows the significant 
impact this sort of revival has on 
communities. 

A survey of 231 gardening 
groups found neglected areas 
were often problematic because of 
crime and fear of crime. Disused 
alleyways were a particular 


concern because they’re a perfect 
access route for burglars. 

Many councils run schemes to 
gate off problem alleyways and 
the impact this has had on crime 
has been significant in cities like 
Cardiff, Bristol and Manchester. 

According to the RHS report, 
in one Manchester street, 50 
properties backed on to a four¬ 
way passage and were prone to 
burglary. It was gated off and 
residents planted it up, turning 
what was once a crime-ridden 
area into a flourishing community 
haven where residents hold events 
and children play. 

“A lot of groups that have 
renovated disused spaces like 
alleyways which have been prone 
to vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour have reported that 
vandals sometimes continue but

this is extremely short-lived,” says 
Stephanie Eynon, RHS 
community horticulture manager. 

“If they steal planters, write 
graffiti or whatever, they soon 
notice that the planters are put 
back and the graffiti is removed - 
not by the council, but by 
residents. These once disused 
areas become looked-after, used, 
lived-in, part of the community 
and vandals are put off by the fact 
there is a strong community 
presence. 

“Groups report that vandals 
don’t return. Whether it’s through 
fear of being watched, the fact 
that there are people physically 
now in these areas is off-putting 
to them.” 

The RHS It’s Your 
Neighbourhood campaign, part of 
Britain in Bloom, is offering 


advice on planting up neglected 
spaces like alleyways and also 
providing information on funding. 
There are already more than 1,000 
registered IYN groups.

The VI2 Zagato is the 
pinnacle of the Vantage 
range. It is also the latest 
expression of a 
successful creative 
collaboration that has 
given rise to a series of 
striking GT cars over the 
last half-century, the 
original and most iconic 
of which being the 
DB4GT Zagato. 

Though commemor¬ 
ating a great Aston 
Martin of the past the 
V12 Zagato could be no 
mere pastiche of the 
original. Instead the 
project was seen as the 
perfect opportunity to

Used cars get cheaper 


DESPITE high 

inflation, the price of 
used cars fell 1.5 per 
cent last year, figures 
show. 

The average price of a 
second-hand vehicle in 
2011 was £9,018 compared 
with £9,155 in 2010, 
according to research from 
Auto Trader. 

Cars up to three years old 
- now in shorter supply due 
to recent dips in new car 


sales - went for over 6 per 
cent more in 2011 than in 
2010, but the price of 
vehicles aged over 10 years 
fell by an average of 6 per 
cent. 

The average price of all 
second-hand cars sold in 
the London area dipped 
from £10,097 in 2010 to 
£9,504 in 2011. As many as 
16.65 per cent of the cars 
sold in London were over 10 
years old. 

The most expensive used 


cars last year were those 
sold in Northern Ireland, 
with an average price of 
£9,704. 

Auto Trader said the 
overall nationwide average 
fall last year would have 
been even higher but for the 
fact that prices rose in 
November and December 
2011 following seven 
successive monthly falls. 

Auto Trader strategy 
director Tim Peake says: 
“The impact of reduced 


new and used-car 
transactions, created by 
relatively weak consumer 
demand, is leading to lower 
overall retail prices for used 
cars. 

“Looking ahead, the 
picture for 2012 is one of a 
challenging market. 
Although inflation has 
started to fall, it is likely that 
business and consumer 
confidence will remain 
subdued. 

“Concerns over rising 


unemployment and 
pressure on household 
incomes are likely to be the 
principle factors pinning 
back new and used car 
sales. 

“The good news for 
consumers who are able to 
change their car in 2012 is 
that, as well as average 
prices falling overall, weak 
consumer demand means 
there are likely to be some 
really great deals around.”

Brilliant Barzalona 
helps King reign 

KINGLET is set to bid for the UAE Derby on Dubai 
World Cup night next month after winning the 
UAE 2000 Guineas at Meydan. On a card 
dominated by trainers Mahmood Al Zarooni and 
Saeed bin Suroor, it was Kinglet who emerged 
with most credit. 

The Godolphin-owned colt appreciated the step 
back up to a mile to give Al Zarooni and jockey 
Mickael Barzalona back-to-back victories in the 
Group Three after Splash Point 12 months ago. 
The 2-1 favourite made smooth progress from the 
rear to head the Brian Meehan-trained Mehdi 
inside the final furlong. 

He went on to win snugly by a quarter of a length 
from Mickdaam, who just pipped Mehdi in a close 
thing for third. 

Al Zarooni said: “The horse benefited from 
Mickael. He rode him before and he understands 
the horse. He loves the surface and one furlong 
further than last time - he loved it. That’s why I 
think he won the race. 

“The plan is to go to the UAE Derby. I’m not sure 
if he will stay or not because after the race he 
looked very tired.” 

Round Two of the Al Maktoum Challenge went the 
way of Bin Suroor’s Mendip. Ridden by Kieren 
Fallon, the five-year-old was winning at Meydan 
for the fifth time to go with a victory at Kempton 
on his debut. Fallon brought him wide to 
challenge and held off Haatheq by a length and a 
quarter with one-time Derby prospect Dubai 
Prince unplaced. 

Fallon said: “He’s a very good horse, a beautiful 
horse to ride. He wasn’t himself last time but he’s 
bounced back. He needed the run last time, the 
team said he was right for tonight and he 
proved that. 

“He did it a lot easier than it looked, he had more 
in hand (than the official winning margin).” 
Barzalona had earlier displayed his talent when 
delivering Spring Of Fame (8-1), another for Bin 
Suroor, with a perfectly-timed run. He also struck 
with 3-1 favourite Songcraft, who got up in the 
last stride under a strong drive from Silvestre de 
Sousa to snatch the Dubai Potlines Trophy. 
Songcraft maintained his 100 per cent record 
when mugging Laajooj, ridden by Frankie Dettori, 
in the final stride to give Godolphin a one-two. 

Bin Suroor and De Sousa also won with 
Sandagiyr, who provided a 20-1 surprise in the 
Group Three Firebreak Stakes.

Nielsen can’t 
wait for the 
tapes to go up 

HE has all the hallmarks of a future 
speedway star, and Mildenhall’s new 
‘local boy’ Stefan Nielsen could be the 
catalyst for further silverware for the 
Fen Tigers. 

The 17-year-old, on loan from National 
League champions Scunthorpe, hails 
from the sport’s most successful nation, 
Denmark, and bears an uncanny 
resemblance - with his gating prowess 
and racing style - to compatriot and 
four-times world champion, Hans Nielsen. 
A league winner in his debut season in 
the UK, following the Scorpions’ dramatic 
single-point play-off victory over 
Mildenhall, the second-string is now keen 
to get started at his new club.

Nielsen moved to Britain at the age of 
four before returning to Denmark seven 
years later. He now spends his time 
between the two, with his England home 
in Brandon, just 12 miles from West Row. 
He will ride for Danish second division 
club Outrup for a third season and has 
been keeping himself race-fit by 
competing in Scunthorpe’s Amateur 
Winter Series, winning the last two 
rounds, before a team practice session at 
Mildenhall on February 18. 

“It’s been a hard competition at 
Scunthorpe but I know the track inside 
out and things have gone well,” he said.

Davis is so hot 
on south coast
